Suicide of William Damon at His 


Home .Last Night 


The Body Found Cold and SUIT With a 


Bullet In the Bruin— The Inquest. 


From Friday's D-illj. 


William Damon, aged about 40 years 


was a laborer, and until last night was 
an occupant of a dwelling on East Prai 
na Btreet, near the corner of Jasper 
street.
